The woordes ate 
fo pregnant, that all the wrangling wirts, and cons:

them. Bur lawe breakers, withour re peraunce, Shall 
haue greater punishment, 

\ To 5hutre vppe all in one wocrde ; Precepts ate 
exakred as neceſſary; Counſacles are offred as volunts! 
xie, 2nd arbitrarie. The one being done ,is prayſed, 
and highlie rewarded: the other being vodone,lt 
reprehended,and punnished. 

' This diſtinction betwixt precepts, and Connſaileylt 
no new DoRtine, S. Hrerom ad Euftochium, de cuffed 
Virgenitates , and againſt Zoninian , layerh downe the 
pointe,anddifference thus.

are inthemſelues perfeCtions indeede , bur rather 
liſpolitions,dire@tions, preparations to perfeCtion, 
which conſiſteth_mainelie in this; thar the ſoule 
wholly ſequeſtred from the worlde)may be trulie, 
nd ſincerely rauished with the louc of God, and of

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. And therefore as Origen excellentlic obſeryerh; 
his commentarie vppon S. Mathewe his $, Homilj 
vpponthoſe woords of our Sauiour, giuen by ways

&c. Non ſic debemus intel{1gere,Vt in eo ipſo tempore ? 6 


homo dat bona ſua pauperibus , efficiatur omnino perfeliy, 
ſed mncipit ex eo tempore ſpeculatro Det adducere eum ul 
omnes Virtutes, Vt incipiat ex eo tempore proficere : that iz 
to ſay; we are not {o to vnderſtand perfection, tha 
in the veric moment, whercin a man giueth all hi 
goods to the poore , he is made altogether perkin, 
but from that time forwards, the (peculatis of Gol 
beginneth to leade him vnto all vercues, that eue 
afcer he maketh a good progreſle. 

This alſo is euident in the wordes of our Sauiour, 
where he placeth not perfeCtion #n ipſ« diuttiarum 
. abdicatione , in the verie renouncing of riches , but 
rather teacheth, that the forſaking of the worldeiy 
a certaine direction,preparation,or diſpoſition yntd 
perfection. And ſo the yerie forme , and mannerdi 
Chriſt his ſpeache doth euidentlie conuince. Fat 
firſt he propoſeth the queſtion to his arbitrarie ele 
ction : If thou lt be perfit. Secondly, he purſuethit 
with a direQion: goe ſell all that thou haſt, and gine toi 
poore.Thirdly,he inferreth the concluſion, the vert! 
life , and conſummation of perfection ; folloye mt 
Laſtlie he annexeth the remuneratis, the forciblel 
motiue that poſſible coulde be to drawe a mant0 
that reſolution of Chriſtian perfeCtion ; theſaurm 
babebis in ceo, thou shalt not wane thy rewarde.” 

Now this followinge of Chriſte ( which is 0& 
thinge els but the ſoules ſpirituall vnion wirh God) 
15 our Chriſtian perfetion : 'wherevnto the abdith 
non of riches fitteth,and prepareth a man, LA 
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not ſo muche to that which is lawfull , as to thar 
which is expedient : auoydinge riches ,and other 
rhings of like nature , not as things vnlawfull, 
bur as impediments , and hinderances vnto righ- 
reouſnes. 

And S. Auguſtine, in his Enchiridion ad Laurentium, 
is of opinion, that perfeQion of charitie (which is 
the perfection of Chriſtian life ) confiſterh neither 
in the (ole performaunce of the ations of precepts, 
conformable to non mechaberts : nor yet in the per» 
fourmance of the ations of Counſailes , vnleſle both 
ations of precepts, and Counſazlcs,be rightlie referred 
with relatio to the ende,of all the actions of precepts 
and Connſailes, which is charitas erga Deum, C5 proxi- 
mum propter Deum : Charitie toward God primarily, 
and charitic towards our ncighbour for gods ſake, 
ſecondarily. 

.And becauſe the performance of the actions of 
precepts, are, in them(ſelues, abſolutely neceflarie for 
atcheiuing this ende (being ſuche,as without ir,the 
ende cannot be attayned) and the performance of 
the other of Counſailes doth onlie ſecondarily tende 
thervnro, asa helpe, or as a remouens umpedimentum: 
hence is it that ſchoole-diuines , haue this diftin- 
ftion, or rather concluſion compriſed in a diſtin- 
ion : viz. Perfeton of charie, Which 15 the perfeion 
| of Chriſtian life, confiſtethy R1MARIO, ET ESSE N= 
TIALITER IN PRECEPTIS; but SECYV N- 
DARIO, ET ACCIDENTALITER IN Co Ns 
$1IL115S; primarily, and eſſentially in precepts ; but 
Cas. and accidentally in Counſayles. 

If anie be ſo wedded to his owne priuate hu- 
mour,as not, in this ſenſe, to admit of Euangelicall 
Coundailes of perfection , quoad Yiams , and quoad
